In response to the Office Action (Paper No. 5) dated February 4, 2003, kindly 
amend the above-identified patent application as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS 

Please cancel claims 2-4 without prejudice or disclaimer and amend claims 1, 5 
and 9-1 1 to read as follows: 
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1. (Amended) A method of manufacturing a bit line, the method comprising the steps of: 
successively forming a conducting layer and an insulating layer on a substrate, the 
conducting layer serving to form a bit line; 

forming a photoresist film on the insulating layer; 

etching the photoresist film using a photolithography process so as to form a first 
mask pattern on the insulating layer in such a manner that a desired region of the insulating layer 
is exposed;
